was in favor of war, and the purpose of

formmg th.iso branches of the People's
(,'ouncil was to prevent war and to af-
tiliato with anybody who opposed war.

"We are to get ns many people in
this holy n-< Wfl cin," ho said. "We

nr,. to ho'd BMOtlBgl and fltll up all the
feeling WB can against war, and when
wo get B birge body t..gether we will
hold street mecting.i and parades and
demand of our COBgTflSsmen and Sena¬
tors that they demand peace at once."

Kiefer asked for the B8BMM of all
the men who had registered under the
conscription law. He said that the N'ew

York office Waated a list of all those
who hnd registered, nnd would do

ovorythiag possibU to provoat their

being taken t'or the army.
